Efterday the Duke d’ Uzeda, Ambaffador 
of Spain, receiv’d Letters by a Courier 
from the Court of Madrid, which (tis 
{aid) contain’d the King’s Refolution 

: touching the Differences between this 
Court and that of Naples, and his Inftructions to the 
{aid Ambaffador to ask Leave for him of the Pope to 
raife Money by a Tax upon the Ecclefiaftical Re- 
venues within his Dominions, to be employ’d againft 
the Herericks in the prefent War: And in the Even- 
ing his Excellency had a long Audience of the Pope. 
Count Alberti has brought from the Queen Dowager 
of Poland, Letters of Thanks to his Holinefs for the 
Houvars and good Entertaimment the receiv’d in all 
Places in her Paflage theough the Territories of the 
Church to Padua. Aod ber Majefty in the fame 
Letters notified to him, that fhe had receiv’d Advice 
from Vienna that the Princes James and Conftantiie 
Sobieski her Sons, will not be fet at Liberty till after 
King Auguftus’s Return to Poland. Cardinal Four- 
bin as defir'd of the Pope, Permiifion for the moft 
chriftian King to nominate Perfons to the Buthoprics 
of Provence asthey become vacant, and particularly 
to that of Orange, which Power of nominating to 
thofe Bifhopricks was granted by Pope, Pius IV. 
to King Henry III. The Ambaffador of Malta has 
receiv'd an Exprefs touching a flight Difference that 
has happen’d between the great Mafter of the Order 
and the Inquifitor ; the Occafion it feems was this, 
An Envoy of Tripoli returning homeward from the 
Court of France ina French Ship that put into the 
Port of Malta, fent one of his Retinue to the great 
Mafterto ask Leave to land and take a View of the 
Town, which was granted him. The Inquifitor be- 
ing inform’d of it reprehended the great Mafter for 
giving fuch Leave to that Envoy, in Breach of the 
Prohibition he is under to fuffer no Renegado to fet 
Foot upon that Ifland ; the great Mafter excus'd 
himfelf alledging that he did not know of that Prohi- 
bition ; and to avoid embroiling himfelf with the 
Court of Rome immediately caus'd the Envoy to go 
on board agen. This Court takes Umbrage at the 
Emperor’s fending confiderable Reinforcements into 
Italy, confifting moftly of Hereticks ; and the Con- 
gregation for military Affairs have propos'd to aug- 
ment the Troops of the Church by new Levies.

Rome, March 21. Yefterday the Pope gave a long 
Audience to the Duke d’ Uzeda Ambaffador of Spain, 
who deliver to hima Letter from Philip V. his 
Matter, in which he defir’d his Holinefs to give him 
Leave to levy by a Tax one Third of the Revenues 
of the Clergy aud of the military Orders throughout 
Spain, to enable him to carry on the War. Bur, ’tis 
faid, the Pope has excus’d himfelf, alledging he 
fhould be forc’d to grant the like Permiffion to all the 
other Princes of his Communion that are in the Alli- 
ance againft the 2 Crowns ; or elfe they would be 
difoblig’d and blame him for Partiality, upon more 
manifeft Grounds than they doat prefent. The Sbir- 
cis having fome Days ago apprehended a Malefactor 
juft before the Duke d’ Uzeda’s Palace, his Steward 
iacerpos’d, rold them they otght not to have laid 


Hands on the Man fo near his Mafter’s Palace with- 
out firft giving him Notice, and bid them let their 
Prifoner go ; which they did accordingly. The Duke, 
that he might have no Conteft with the Government, 
immediately made a Declaration, that bis Steward 
had done this without his Knowledge ; but finding, 
notwithftanding this Declaration, that Procefs was 
making out againft the faid Steward, he fent him a- 
way to Naples in one of his Coaches. A Tumulc

foner whom the Sbirv:s were carrying by the Palace 
of St. Mark. The Creditors of Don Livio Odefcal- 
chi having had Recourle co his Holiness, together 
with fome Perions concern’d to ice the iatt Will of 
Pope Innocené the XIcth executed, he having in that 
Will given in Charge to Don Livio to build 2 Chap- 
pels ; thefe People, I fay, having had Recourfe to his 
Holinefs, to procure fatisfaction from that Psince, he 
has been oblig’d ro fell the Eftate of the Dutchy of 
Cerri, referving to himfelf the Title, to fatisfy them. 
The faid Eftate is bought by fome Florentines, for 
425000 Crowns.
